Secondly, by reaſon of the ſhining lampeof an outward 
roteſſion, howſocucr he want the oyle of in his heart, 
ſodazles the eyes of men,that he barres himſelfe ofthoſe 
reprootesand wholeſome admonitions, whereby the open 
ſinner 1s many times confounded and amazed in his conſci- 
ence, humbled and caſt downe in humſcife, and happaly re- 
claimed and conuerted. 

Thirdly, all publike reprehenſions and aduertiſcments 
from the Miniſtery ofthe Word, although they beas ſo ma- 
ny loud cries ſounding in his cares, to awake himout of the 
dead ſlumber fie ; hee either interprets to proceed 
from ſome particular malice, or indiſcreete heate ; and ſo 
paſſesthem ouer with a bitter and peremptorie cenſure ; or 
e{cout of the pride of his heart hee poſtethrhem ouer from 
himſelfe, as not infamous or notorious in the worlds opi- 
nion, and transferres them vpon the open (inners; being 
aſſured that in the indgement of others, whom hee blindes 
and deludes by his Art of Secming, they belong not to 
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bation,'or outward ſeruices and imployments; how much! 
more the God of hcauen and carrh, who fecth clearely iato 
the inmoſt cloſet of the heart ? For hell and deſtrutionare 

before the Lord, how much more the hearrs of the ſonnes of | 
men ? I fay,how much more muſt hee needes double his infi- 

nite hatred of tinne againl(t the double iniquity of hypocnſic? 
how miſt his foule abhorre that wretched creature, which 

bearesthe world in hand, and makesa thew vnto men, that 

he ſtands for God, and his honour and f{cruice ; but indeed 1s 

acloſc faRtor tor Satan, his owneplcatures, and the powers 

of darkneſie ? Andasthe hypocrite is fubiect ro Godsextra- 

ordinary hatrcd ; ſo is hee liable toan extraordinary weight 

of vengeance : For whenthe wrath of the Lord is once 1:- 

Kindl<d again(t hin1.it is powred out like fre, & burnescuen 

tothe bottome of hell. His feare commeth like an horrible 

deſolation, and his deltrucion like a whiriewi de. Terrors 

ſhall cake him as waters, and a tempcit ſhall carrie him 

awa;*by night : And fo certaine are theſe plagues, that as 

though the hypocrite were alr. ady turned intoa Deuill, or 

intothe very herie lake, it is ſaid in the Goſpell, of other fin- 

-ners, that they (hallhaue ther portion with the hypocrite, 

where ſhalt be weepingand'gnaſhing of tceth. 

Good Lord, it is itrange and tearctul!, thatſo noble and 
excCcllent a creature as man, enducd with reaſon and vnder- 
(tanding like an Angell of God ; hauing ( beſides the pre- 
cioulndic of the holy Booke of Ged,jthole great and vniner- 
fall mottues, the immortality of the foule, the returreRion 
of thc dead,thcioyes of the kingdome of heauen,the endleftc 

_ ofthe wicked, which except he bea damned Arheilt, 
hee dothcertainely belecue-; and whereas hee might liuc on 
earth with vnconquerable comfort, and ſhine hecreafteras 
che brightneſle of the firmament ; be a companion of Saints 
and Angels, and (tandinthe glorious preſenceof the high- 
eſt Maicitic for cucr and euer : yer for allthis, willcuen wil- 
fully againſt the light of his conſcience, and with the cer-

'none that can dcliucr him { Well may hee carric the matter

| eyc ofthe world ; yet Ict him know, that in the meane time

 inthis life: Or ifhe paſſe theſe few dayes honorably and pro- 
| ſpcrouſly (as it is many times thelot ofthe wicked, )!et him 
| expect vpon his deaths-bed the fiery darts of Satan, empoy- 
' foned with helliſh malice and cruelty,to be faltened deepely 
| in his ſoule ; and ſuch pangsandanguith of conſcience, that 
| willpoſſeſſe him of hel before hand: Or if hee depart out of 
| this world without ſenſe of his finne,or cle at the beſt, with 
ſome formall and perfuntonie ſhew of penitencie ; yer let 
! his heart tremble forthe fearcs that. it ſhall fearcar the great 
 andterrible day of the Lord : when the vizard ot his hypo-

iety and ontward forme of Religion ; but alſohis owne 

, witha falſe conceit and perſwaſion that he is in a hap- 
pic ſtate, when as 11 truth his ſoule was neuer yet ſeaſoned 
with ſauing gracc,and the power of Religion. And I beſeech 
you marke meinthis point :it is of greateſt conſequence to 
eucry -ne for a ſound triall and examination of the. ſtate of 
his conſcience, whether he yet liuc the life of God,and ſtand 
iri the ſtare of grace, or lic cnthralled inthe fetrers and flauc- 
ric of fin and Satan. For herein I muſt tell you how far a man 
may proceed in outward profeſſion of the Truth, in ſupcr- 
naturall decreaſe of (infulneſſe, in ſome kindes a1d mcaturc 
of inward graces, and yet come vtterly ſhurt of true happi- 
neſſe ; and withoutan addition of the truth of regencratio. 
anda found conuerlion, ſhall be cut off for cuer from all hope 
of immortality, and ſhall neucr bec able to ſtand firme and 
ſure inthe day ofthe Lord Iefus. 

Fora more pcrſpicuousexp!ication of this print, conceiue 
with me thole p.rte&tions which may befalla man,as yer vn- 
regenerateandin the ſtatc of dammation. 

Wee may ſuppoſe in hum , firit, allthoſe gifts whichthe 
poſſbility of nature can conferre vpon him, all ornaments 
of Arts and knowledge, of wiſcdome and policic : not onely 
that whichis purchaled by exp-rieace, obicruation, and im- 
ployment in points of State ; but alſo the ſpirit of gouern- 
ment, as Sax! had. To theſe wee may adde gentleneſle, and 
faircnefſe ofconditions, an exatneſle of cimil honeſtic and | 
morall iuſtice, immunity from grofſc and infamous ſinnes, 
And thus farrcthe H may goe : And thus far we pro- 
ceeded in our laſt Diſcourle. But intheſe times of Chriltia- 
nity, a reprobate may goe farre further then euer the moſt 
innocent Heathen that cuer lincd os cy 
ſome of them were admirable for their unilde and merci 


diſpoſition, 
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diſpoſition, ſome fortheir vertuous ſeueritie, ſome for inte- 
| grity oflife, ſome for conſtancic and refolution in goodneſſe, 

ome forpreferringthe vnſpottednesof their life before moſt 
exquiſittortures. For toall theſe he may addea glorious pro- 
feſlion ofthe Goſpell, a performance of all ourward duties 


and exerciſes of religion, many workes of charity and monu- 


ments ofhis rich magniticence. Nay, beſides all this,he may | 
be made partaker of tome meaſure of inwardillumination,of 
a ſhadow oftrue regeneration ; there being no grace effectu- 
ally wrought in the faithfull, whereof a reſemblance may not 
be found in the vnregenerate. This laſt point will moſt clear- 
ly appeare vnto you out of the 8. of Zeke, and the 6. tothe

For Satan(in his Angelicall forme)tels mm 
ſindfneffe and puritic is but a proud hypocriſic 
retemncncffachmetit a ent rm aboue the orclina- 
ry degreesof bolineflc; and bids himtake heed of being too 
buſic and pragmaticall in taking notice of cuery {mail cor- 
ruption and mfirmitic : for © of conſcience, and a 
too Nice henſinencfle of cuery little fin,will vncomfor-) 
tably enchaine him to Melancholy , A and 
tomedegrees of defpaire. And howſocuer (taith Satan) ſeme 
Pecachnoafpraciforhamrens our of their latowes zcale 
and cenforious auſteritie, breath out nothing againſt thee 
but fire and brimſtcne, indignation and wrath, damnation 
and horror ; yet take not thei things to heart, but let ſuch 
peremprtory comminations paſle as malicious thunder-tolts,

'cene that the formall hypocrite doth proclaimethis in pub- 
|like, with ſuch groſſe and palpable oſtentation : Nay,( per- 
| haps ) whenit arifcth, hee lets it not reſt long in his ownc 
thoughts, left by this vanity his vertucs lolc —_— and 
he his comfort. But certainc it is,a con{cinuſnefle of his being 
free from infamons impieries, othis mora'l honeſty, perfor- 
mance of outward dutiesof Religion, and ſome mward, in 
—— though not vniucrſally, nor tothe degree of 
| the children of God ) is one of the beſt grounds hee hath for 
his aſſurance of being in ſtate of ſaluation. Parallel to this of 
Luke, is that, Prou. 30. verl. 12. There © 4 generation that 
are pure in thew owne conceit, and yet are not waſord from 
therr filtbineſſe. That is, they imaginetheir temper of Religi- 
on, their pitch of holinefſe, their tormall Chriſtianity, to 
| the very right path to heauen: when indeed they were neuer 
| erily hambled with a ſenſe and fight of their ſins, out of the 
Law ard Indgementsof God. They were neuer acquainted 
with the pangs of conſcience ina new birth,or the myſteries 
of faluation:but within are full of hollow-hcarredacſle, luke- 
warmeneſle,and much bitterneſl- againſt true godlincHe and 
the power thereof. 

The ſecondreaſon whereby the formall hypocrite is mo- 
ucdto thinke hus ſtate to be good, and the way of hislife to 
| beenight, is a preiudice which he conceines fromthe impu- 
tations which the world laycth vpon the children of God : 
ſuch as are Pride, Hypocrilic, Singularitie, Melancholic, 

| Sunplicity, 
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Sunplicitie & the like. But before I deſcend to thelc partic 
lars, giue meeleauc to propoſe vnto you the foumtaine and 
of them, which I take to bee that and cter- 
nall fition which is natorally betwixt lightand dark- 
neſle ; the life oÞgrace, and a death in ſinne; (ingeritie aad 
prophaneneſſe ; the children of God, and the wicked. 
Godschildren, youknow, in this world line as ſheepe a | 
mong wolues: In the ſtormic times of the Church, their 
riecutors are indecd euen wolnes in the cuening, for their 
inſatiable crucltic, and vnquenchable thirſt, in drinking vp 
the bloud of the Saints : And tn the Halcyon tn fai- 
reſtrimcs of the Church, yet they haue thoſe which will be 
prickes inthcir eyes, and thorncs intheir ſides. If they can- 
not vexe them ina higher degree, yee they wall bee ſure to 
lay on loade with baſe indignities, diſgraces, llanders, and | 
yg imputations. And their hatred 1s of that {tr na | 
ture and qualitic, that it is diſc cuen againſt the 
oodnefle of the gudiy, their zeale, thair forwardneſlc in 
Nw yg faithfulncfle intheir cathng, and the like, aSa- | 
gainft its proper object. This is playie in /ereme : [erence 
acither borrowed on vſurie, norlent on viuric ; he was free 
from all colour of giuing oftence, or doing wrong: Nay, his 
gracious heart was wholy melted in,gompall.on, that hee 
wiſhed that his head were full of water, #nd his cyesa foun- 
taine of tare s, that heemight weepe- day and night for the 
deſtruRionsot his people. And yet of that pcoplecuery one 
contendedagainit him ; there was not a man but -heecurſed 
lum. The onely rca{ou was, becauſe whatſoener the Lord 
laid, that he faithfully fpoke, and kept nothing backe, but 
ſhewedthm all the countell of God, It is yer more plainein |

there inthe Originall infinuateth fuch an extreme and dead- 
ly hatred, that trum thence comes the Denils name, Sera, 
Sothat howſocuer this enmitic betwixt the world-andthe

by accidentbee turned into lone ; becauſe by the preſence 
and prayers of the Godly, they many rimes eſcape wage- 
ments and receiue bleflings. Yet, I fay, howſocuer it 
thus brid(ed, in it (elfe it 1s more then ordinary or natural, 
and hath in it ſome degree and mixture ofhelliſh virulencie. 
Ordinary hatred expires in the downe-fall of his aduerſary ; 
Nay, any one of generous mind( out of the intereſt hee cha- 
lengeth inthe common ſtate of humanity ) will commiſerate 
the diſtreſſe and affliction even of his greateſt and baſeſt e- 
nemic ; bur mnch more of one of noble ſpiritand eminent 
worth, and more then that, of one that hath followed him 
with all oxfices of kindneſſe and lone : yetthe flame of this 
dead ene weil che dong of N08 Greeks, 
tingiuu cucn with the is\u ite, 
bur barbarouſly ſports in his miſerics, and with inſolencie 
tramples vpon his defolations. This appeartth cleerely inthe 
of Danid, Pfal. 35-15. But in mine adverſity they ve-

wet. Who without indignation can thinke vpontheſelewd |

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The firſt may bee ſuſpiciouſnefſe, aq argument cucr of 
worthleſneſle and impotencie. For inlufficiencic is moſt a 
prehenſiue and ſuſpicious.I know there is a godly icalouſic, 
anda icalouſie of ſtate ; but I meane that ſuſpition which is 
oppoſed as an extreme to that iqnperfet vertue, the Mora- 
liſts call immunity from ſuſpition; by whicha man doth caſt 
the worth, ations and aftetions of angqther in his owne 
mould,andthinks cuery man obnoxious to all the infirmities 
he finds in himſelfe. Hence it is,that he which indecdiistruly 
an hypocrite,andneuer paſſed the perfection of the Pharilc, 
doth moſt confidently brand the childe of _O_ = 
name: hoping thereby to giue ſome poore fatisfation to his 
owne Harb _ ladly re(tin a formality;and no- 
rice tothe world, that howſ-cuer there may be pretences, yet 
indeed there is none better then himlelfe. 

The ſecond cauſe is diſability, and blindnefſe in the na- 
turallman of diſcerning and acknowledging the operations 
of grace. Forlct a man be otherwiſe neuer to emincntly or 
vniuerſally qualificd;yct without the experience of the pow- 
cr of godlineſſe vpon his owne ſoule, lecannot fee, he will 
not be pcr{wadcd of the ations of grace inanother man; 
and therefore interprets them to be nothing but hypocriſic, 
and oncly pretended, vaine-glorioufly to gaineanopinion of 
morethen ordinaric pictic. W hat the conceit of an vnrege- 
nerate man is of the {tate of grace, is plaine out ofthe conte- 
rence of our bleſſed Sauiourand Nicodemns, Nicedemn was 
a great Rabbi un I{racll,a famous Doctor in the Law and the 
Prophets,in which no doubt he had many times read the do- 
Arine of regeneration: yet when he comes to bee examined 
ofthe power and praGtile of it,he holds the new birth(with- 
out which no man can cuer ſee God to bee as impollible, as | 
for anald manto returne into his mothers wombe and bee 
borne againe. Eucn ſuch is the iudgement of others in his 
ſtate, of the fruites, eftegand courlcof ſanification. And 
therfore I maruellthatany child of God willaMi& his ſoule,

| Thirdly the formall hypocrite doth ſertle himſelfe with

aide themſeiues from the common Bſhions => called 
| of the world,not conſidering, thatif ever he meane to ſaue 
| hisſoule, he muſt bce ſingu/ar to in holinefſe and ſanRifica- 
tion ( for I meane not in vnwarrantable opinion, or ſeparatt- 
, on from the Church. )Exccpt his righteouſneſſe exceede the 
righteouſ1cefſe of the Scribes and Phariſes, what ſingular 
thing duth hee ? that is,except to his cuill honeſtieandout- 
| ward performance of religious dutivs,there be added a fingn- 
larity of ſaving grace;and except beſides all other ornaments 
of mind,if it were poſlible,poſſeſt un tull perfeRion, there be 
yet moreoucr inſpired that bieſſed and precious vigonr that 
| quickens himto ctcrnall life, he cannot enter into the King- 
| dome of heauen. 
| Thisnotc of ſingularitie hath in all ages beene imputed to 
| thoſe, that with a good conſcience haue labourcd to keepe 
|themſclues blamelefſe and pure in the mid(t of a naughtie 
andcrookedgeneration. Bebol4((aith [{azab,chap 8.veri.18. 
| [ and the children whom the Lord bath ginuen me, are as fgee? 
FP: wonders in Iſrael, by the Lord of Hoſts, which dwelleth in

Mont $1on. It had been no wonder, had they been onely as 
ſigncs and wondersamongſt the enemies of God, and na- 
tionsof vncircumeiſion ; but that they ſhould be ſignes and 
wonders in Iſrael ' God had choſen him but one lirtle vine- 
 yardamong{t all the ſpacious forreſts ofthe earth;out of the 
| glory of all the Kingdomes of the world he had choſen him 
{ but one handfull of people; and yet m that vineyard, his 
| faithfull Ones arebur as the berries after the ſhaking of an 


| Oliuz tree, twoorthree inthe top of the vemolt boughs,and |

ſo it is indeed, that a man drawne out of the darkneſle of this 
world, and illightned with grace, is likea ſtarre new created 
in the skie, that drawes all the world to gaze vpon it. Nay, 
& he draws not only the cies of men vpon him, Hut isan cic- 
Fre vata them. For thus ſpeaketh the wicked of the righte- 
ous man; Wild.2.15.16. /t grieweth vs alſo to looks vpen bum, 
for hulife u not likg other menr:hu wayes are of another faſhwon. 
Hetounteth vgas baitards, and he withdra\veth himſelfe frome 
our wayes as from filthiaefſe ; he commendeth greatly the latter 


end of the 1nit, and beaiteth that God « hu Father. 

Fourthly, the formall hypocrite is well pleaſed with his 
preſent ſtate, and very vawillingto embrace more forward- 
neſſe ; becauſe it is commonly thought, that the {tate of a 
trae Chriſtian: indeede, is alife full of vncomfortableneſle, 

melancholy, aulteritic,and ſadnefſe. The heart of man is na- 
eurally greedy of ioy and contentment, and is cither weake- 
ly or (trongly refreſhed, according to the vanity or ſoundnes 
of the comfort in which it repoſeth, but it muſt either enioy 
it in {ome kinde and mcaſare, or it will waſteand conſumer 
ſelfe. Hence it is, that thoſe who want inward and ſpirituall 
ioy, wan, . yr theteſtimony of a good conſcience, from 
an aſſurance of remiſſinn of their ſianes and the fanour of 
God, huntafter worldly contentments and carnall ioyes. At 
home in theirowne hearts they finde little comfort, rather 
much terrour,ittheir conſciencesawake ; and therefore they 
ſecke to refreſh themſelues amid theirtreaſures, honours and 
ſports ; asPlayes, in Tauernes, with merry company, and 
many other ſuch miſcrable comforters ; nay, they had rather 
be neceſlarily amployed then ſolitary, not ſomuchto auoide 
idlenefle as bitings of conſcience. Yea, ſome had rather ceaſe 
tobe men, then that their conſciences ſhould awake v 
tham zand therefore they labour to keepe it aſlcepe, mo 
drowne ſorrow for finne, with powring in of drinke. 
But lketthem looke vuto it, though it gee dawne pleaſantly; yet

It may be, while hee is yet in the ſore trauell of his new- 
birth, and huenbled vnder the mighty hand of God with af- 
fiction cf conſcience for his in-IFfo.then they ſhould know 
that mcn muſt mourne for their ſinnes,as one that mourneth 
for his onely ſonne : and be forry for them, as one is ſorry for 
the death of his firſt borne. There muſt bee inthem a great 


mourning,as themourning of Hadadrmmmon, in the valley of 
Megiddon :asitis Zach.12,118.

But if they were able with ilhightned 
eyes topirerceintothe inward parts of Gods Childe, they 
honld te within, Hope already fcalting vpon the toyes of 
cternity ; they ſhould fee Faith holding talt che writings, by 
which the kingdome of hcauen is conueyed vnto his ſoule, 
ſealed withthe precious blood of the Sonne of (God ; that 
not ma!1 nor dcuill is able to wrelt out of its hand : They 
ſhould ſee the white ſtone mentioned in the Reuelation, 
wherin there isanewname written, which no man knoweth 
fauing he that recciuech it, W hence ſpringeth ſuch a ſtrong 
comfort and high reſolution in the aftaires of heauen, that no 
{wordof the Tyrant, no flame of cruelty, nor the combinati- 
onofhcauen and carth ſhall eucr bec able toamaze, abatc, or 
extinguiſhe ; 
Fitthly, the formall hypocrite doth more confidently 
continuc in a felfe-liking of his owne ſtate, though the ſtare 
of vnregeneration ; becauſe hee ſeeth thoſe that ( beſides his 
outward forme of Religion) are indued with an inward and 
vnfained ſincerity inall their wayes, to bc reputed but as thc 
off-ſcouring of all things, the ſimple tellowes and precitc 
fooles of the world. They haue indeed been ſo accounted in 
allages. For the hearts of wicked men being ſtuft with pro- 
phancneſle and carthly pleaſures, being twelled withambiti- 
on and worldly wiſedome, eaſily bring toorth pride and 
contempt: And therefore they looke a tarre off at the Chil- 
dren of God, as at fellowes of baſe and negleAted condition, 
oflow ſpirits, of humble reſolutions,of weake minds,vnable 
to manage aftaires and occurrents for their ” creme res. of 
no dexterity to plant themſclues in the face and glory of 
the world ; when (God knowes)if they could beperſivaded 
that there were no h:aucn but vpon carth ; and that the po- 
werand exerciſcot godlinc{c werenothing but an vaneceſ- 
fary preciſeneſſe ; if they would enlarge their conſciences 
proportionably tothe vaſt gultc of the times corruptions ; 
if they durſt make a coucnant with death, and an agreement 
with hell, and putthe cuill day farre from them ; ſure they 
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andthe precedencies of the world: but fith they can- 
not, they dare not, they willnener by the grace of God bee 
ſo perſwaded; they are well content with their continuall 
feaſt, a good conſcience ; while the others are fatted with 


their wineand their corne, andtheir oyle, againſt the day of 


ſlaughter: And then at that day they wil change their minds: 
For goe, I beſeech you, into the ſanRuaric of the Lord, and 
vnderſtand theirend ; they are now vpon the ſtage of this 
world in their tull glory ; but werethey as mighty as Lenia- 
than, as cell as Dragons; could they rearetheir honoursto 
the height of the clouds, nay, aduance their thrones aboue 
beſide the ſtarres of God, yet they muſt down, they haue but 
oneparttop'av, they mult make their beds in the duſt ; and 
then when they are once diſroabed of their greatneſle and 
g'ory,and ſtript naked of their honours and preferments,and

ucdly, in folliciting and furthering the caules of God, 1n | © 
ſtrengthening the coldand languiſhing ſtate ofthis Religion, 
in refreſhing the hearts of his Saints, which ordinarily arc op 
preſtand diſgraced by the cruc1ties ofprophane men, procure 
in the mcanetime,grcat honourto his great name, great gO 
vnto his Church, great ioy vato his Angels, great comfort 
vntothe ſoulesof the owners;and fairer& befaheer crownes 
of glory rotheir heads mthe worldto come.

{ netſes and affaires ; therefore doth he conclude, vadoubeedly 
Tam protected from aboue, tny ſtate is the ſtate of grace, 
theſe many louing faueurs muſt needes argue, that I am in 
high fauour with God, and theſe outward bleſſings are 
lignes that my ſcruices are. ſantified and accepted of him- 
But in the Schooles we ſhould tell him, that this is a 
4nencax/a. For all outward happinefſes are for ſpeciall rea- 
ſons, and by particular indulgence more often, and very 
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plentitully in this world vouchfafed to the wicked and pro” 
phane. This appeares,Icr. 12.ycrl. 2.2.herefore doth the w 
| of che wicked proſper ? Why are all they in wealth that rebelli: = 
| tranſgreſſe ? T how baſs planted them, and they haxe taken roote ; 
they grow and broug forth fruxe. Mal. 3. 15: Exen they that 
worke n ichedneſſe are ſet vp, and theythat tempt Ged, yea they 
are delmered. lob. 21. 7. &c. Wherefore doe the withed line 
and waxe olde, and grow in wealth ? Their eede s eftabliſhed in| 
| their fught with themygand their generation before thew eyer.Thew 
houſes are peaceable, and the rod of God us not vpon them. T hey 
ſend foorth their children like ſoecpe, and their ſons dance. They 
take the T abret and Harpe, and rewoyce in the ſound of the Or- 
g4ns. Let him therefore, that thus concludes the happineſle 
of his ſoule from his worldly proſperity, know and conſider, 
tharas the end and reward of the godly and wicked is difte- 
| rentin place and nature (the one being the higheſt heauens, | 
and the higheſt aduancement of the foule, tothe fulneſle of 
glory and vlifle ; the other the loweſt hell, andthe very ex-} 
tremity of the greateſt miſcrics and vexations, which a crea- 
tcd nature can pollibly endure - ) So experience of all tumes 
teacheth vs, and heauenly Iuſtice requiresa contrary manner 
| ot paſſage and proceeding to theſe ends. 
The wicked in this world doe eaſily ruane vp without rub 
or internption, many times with acclamationand applauſe, 
allthegolden ſteps of honours and preterments ; but vpon 
the higheſt ſtaire they find the moſt Nippcric ſtanding, and | 
the top of their carthly felicitic isthe moſt immechate and 
certainedeſcent vnto their gieateſt downfall. They are roy- | 
ally mounted hecre vponearth, and gallop ſwiftly ouerthe 
faire and grecne plaines of plcntic and pleaſures ;butar the 
end ofthcir race they are oucrturned horſe and man, ng 
tumbled headlong into the pit of deſtrution. They fairely | 
glide oucrthe ſcaof this world with full faile, with = 
calmencfſe and ſerenitie, and richly laden ; butinthe brigh- 
teſt Sunſhine, and when they leaſt ſulpe it, they luddenly 
and without recoucric, ſinkeinto thegulfe of darkeneſſe and 
dcſolation, 


But 
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| Butitis iuſt otherwiſe withthe children of God, for they 
many times in thistheir pilgrimage, ſticke faſt in the mirie 
| clay of pouertieand contempt ; ſometimes they are incloſed 
 enen ina horrible pit, as Dawid ſpeakes, of feare and terrour 
' of conſcience for their finnes. Theyare by the way compa- 
nionsto Drazons and Oftriches, thev walke among Rebels, 
thomes, and Scorpions, that rent and teare, and ſting thera 
with many oppreſſions and cruell flanders. Neither is the 
danoer in the way all ; they hane perſecutors which are | 
ſwifterthenthe Eagtes ofthe heauen, who purſue and hunt 
them vpon the mountaines cuen like Partridges; and lurke 
for them in the wildemeſſe, as thoſe that lie in waite for 
blood. Nay, yet beſides al! theſe vexations from the world, 
the immediate malice of hell raiſeth many rempeſts of ten- 
|tation againſt them, and ſometimes cuen all the wanes and 
| foods of God himfelfe goeouertheir heads. This isthe way, 
'therace, andthe enening of Gods children in this world ; 
| but toy comes in the morning, theirend is peace, their re- 
; ward isa bright morning-ſtarre, their hauen is endlcc hap- 
pineſicand life eternall. 

The reaſons of this contrary ſtate and condition of the 
wicked and godly in this hife,may be theſe. Firſtyforthe flon- 
riſhing ot the wicked. 

| Oncrcaſon may be, the notable cunning and policic of Sa- 
tan,in plotting and contriuing the proſperity of thoſe, whom 

| hepercciuesand hopes it willinfnare,& in whoſc harts it be- 
; gctShardes,pride,inſolency,and forgetting of God. For we 
| muſt vnderſtand, that the deuill cuer proportions histraines 
and tentations moſt cxaMly, cuen at a hoe breadth, to 
the tempers,hamors,anddiſpoſitions of men. Ifhe meet with 
| anambitionsand working ſpirit, he is well enough content 
[tolightcn him the way to hell, with ſome ray or beame of 
| a that greatglory of the world which hee oftered Chriſt, if 
| hee will fall downe and worſhip hum. Little cares he,ſo that 
| he may keepea manfaſt in hishold vntill. theday of executi- 
\ on,whether in the meanctime hee lis ina lower dimgeon of 
diſcontented retircdnefſe, or in the goicen ferters of ſome 
more 
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more honorable ſeruitude andglorious miſcric. If hee mcete 
witha baſe and carthly-mindcd fellow,that preferresa littic 
tranſitoric traſh before the preciouſnele of his owne {oule, 
and the laſting treaſures of immorralitie ; why, hee cancafily 
prouide a golden wedge, and calt in his way to inrich hum ; 
hee can compaſſe for him, though by bloody meancs and 
mercilec encloture, a Nabeths vineyard to intarge his pot-

CA Diſcourſe of true happineſſe. _ 
patiency ofhearkening and ſtepping forward to grace, or 
any further perfection. I C—_S fourth reaſon, 
nr the formall hypocrite doth falſely perſwade him- 
ſcifero bee inthe ſtate of true happineſſe and ſaluation, and 
that is : 

A miſconceit of Gods Inſtice, and ſtrayning and racking 
of his mercy beyond histruth and promiſe ; ſo making the 
way to heauen broader then the Scripture hath made it, and 
himſalfe more bleſſed then he is indecd. Mans heart 1s naty- 
rally empoyſoned with prideand hypocrifie, and therefore 
is hardly drawne heartily to acknowledgethe horrible vgli- 
| ues of his finne;or tharGods proceeding againſt it with ſach 
| waight of vengeanceis equall. Hence comes much indul- 
gence and partiall cenfuring of our owne ſinnes,transferring 
| them vpon allurements, occaſions, circumſtances,neceſſiric 
and the like : much lcfſerung and impairing Gods iuſtice, but 
amplifying his mercies, cucn to the ſecuring of vnwarranta- 
ble courſes. Adam 1mumediately after his fall ſhifteth off his 
ſinne vpon his wife;nay,heis {o blind in ſpirituall md t 
of diuinc puritic, that rather then he will crie guiltic, be will 
faſten the faultby conſequent vpon God himlicife : The wo- 
man, ſaith he, which rbow gaweſt tobe with me, ſhee gave mee of 
the Tree, and [ did eate. So gladly would ſenſuallmen per- 
{wade themſelues,that eithcrtheir ſinnes deſernenor ſo fra 
account and great judgements; or that God dothexerciſe 
too much rigour in - — them. Foroutof their world! 
wiſcdome they meaſure and eſteeme the vnſpotred ndiof- 
nite Occan of the iuſtice of God, by the finite, muddicand 
impcrteR {treamec of humanc iuſtice. Lawes and conſtiruti- 
onsof {tatesand kingdomes are bridles to curbe and mode- 
rate our corruptions, that wee become ſociableand peacca- 
ble ; but — —— — — by finall 
execution, thoſe that are of notorious and deſperate condi- 
oy ;luch as we Theenes, ——— — et ens 
A very proportionable conceit, Iam perſwadecd, wine 
iuſticeandcomminations in the Law of God, lurkes ia the 
hearts of many ; they thinko that thoſe ſinnes that arife inc- 

uitably

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uitably out of our corrupt nature, or that are committed by 
ſt rong tentation, or that are leſle pernicious, arepT know! 
not how naturally pardonable ; and that if they bee of the; 
cunller fort, it they = outwardly conformable in theirliues, 
and harbour gocd meanings and intentions in matters of 
Religion, though they neucr trouble themſclues with more 
ſtrineſle, and a coutle of ſanification, yer they thinke that 
God will be merciful in the end, and that it will goe well 
enough with them , and that onely fellowes of infamous, 
note, ſuch as arc Swearers, Liers, Vſurers, Adulterers and, 
the like, ſhall be excluded finally out of heauen» But I way 

haue theſe menknow, that though the Sea of Gods mercie 
be bottomlefle, though the pronniesof grace be many and 
precious ; yet nct one drop of all that great ſea, not one iot 
ofal[thoſe gracious promiſes, belongs to any, fave onely | 
vnto him that groanes and {ighes vnderthe heanic waight 
indburthen of his finnes; that is of a broken and = 
heart, chattremblesat his > oh that vndiſſcmbledly for- 


rowesand repents for all his ſinhcs, forſakes them, and re- 
ſignes vp hiniſelfe in holy obedience to all his Commande- 
ments. I would hauethem know, that he is as infinitely iuſt, 
as he is infinitely mcrcifull, and willas certainely powre all | 
rhe plagues and curſes in his booke vpon the impenitent ſin- | 
[ner,as he will performe all his promiſcs of grace to the faith- 
full Chriſtian. 

The fifth reaſon whereby the formal hypocrite doth falſly 
pcr{wade himſelfec to be truly happy, and(fo by conſequent) | 
that k.ceps him ſhort of the ſtate of grace, may be this: When | 
by ſome good mation of Gods ſpirit ſtirred —_ him by the | 
preaching of the word, he begins to ſerand addrefie himiclfe 


to a fandified vic and excreiteof Religion, and to a fairhfull 
and conſtant courle of truc holinfle indeede ; he preſently 
meets with a {orc and ſtrong oppoſition by his own inward 
cormptions, by tentations of Satan, and vexations from the 
world ; which he perccwing, andbcing very {enfible of ſuch 
ſudden diſtarbance from tus former lecuaitic, perſwades 
hianelfe.tha the paſſage to grace is not {@ xough and hay

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ſterous;and therefore retires and repoſecth himſeclfe vpon his 
formall Chriſtianitie, as the beſt ſtate he ſces any vollibilitie | 
| of attaining vnto. Burt if he will faue his ſoule, he mult ac- 
knowledge & feele by his owne expericnce the truth of that 
laying of Ifai. 59. 15. Hee that reframerh from exill, maketh 
humſelfe a prey. For what child of God ts there truly conuer- 
ted, who at the very firlt ſtep out of the world, and the vani- 
ties thcreof,metnot with many croſſesan4 diſcouragements? 
He knowes, and may remember full well whoſocucr hee be, 
how his owne fleſh fretted when it felt it ſelfe ſnaffled and 
guided by the Law of the Spiritz how by making conlſci- 
ence of ſinnz;he laid himſelfe more opento 
wrong+s4nd inſulrtatio1s of his enemies ; h»w the compani- 
ons of his former lewdnefle and iniquitic railed and raged 
24inſt him, as againſt an Apoſtata from good fellowthip | 
and high reſolution.

| fence in indifterent aHons,andthelike : whercasthe formal! 
! hypocrite taketh not ſuch things as theſe much to heart, but 
| either makes no conſcience of them at all, holding it a point 
of precifenciſe to be tooconſcionable ; or elſe proportions it 
toſcrue his owne turne, or to giue ſatisfaton to others. 
Andin forbearance of finnes, he hath an efpeciall eye onely 
at thoſe that may notoriouſly diſgrace him in the world, cn- 
tangle him in dangcr of law,or vex his conſcience with ſome 
extraordinary ttrror. 

Let tholethen examine themſelues at this marke ; who, 
howſocuer ſhame keepethemfrom vneicanc prattiles, and 
grofſcracts of filthineſle ; yet inwardly boyle in peculatiuc 
wantonnefſe and adulteries of heart.

Firſt, if hee bee adiucll and pringe of hell, as Gods child- 
feeles ſenſibly and certainelyby this preſent ummediate (ug- 
geſtion ; why then vndoubtedly there is the glory ofinfiaite 
Maicſty in heauen, Angels, Saints, boundlcfic and cndleflc 
bleſſednefſe of ingeime, 

Secondly, heisto conſider, that inthe dayes of his fecri- 
ty and worldlinefſe, no ſuch ſcruples aroſe in his thoughts : 
Andtherefore it is only a malicious tricke of thecnemy of al 
erue comfort, todefeate vs of our heauenvpoa carth, our a(- 
ſurance ofheauen in the world rocume. 

A forirth way of weakning our faith, is this : If Saran, by 
raking(in thenick) the ride of our fraile and impotent afte- 
Rions, by caſting vs vnawares vpon occalionsand allure- 
ments; or by the ſadennefſe, ſubtiltic or violence of ſome 
nero halc vs againe into ſome grofſe and

fore any other. By this meanes Satay many times giuesa-ſore 
blow toour faith, and breeds much hcauineſſe and diſcam- 
fort in the ſoulc. 
Thus Satan in his tentations, ſometimes proccedes by a

| heartof gurſpirituall life. But if he bee.not able to faſten his 
 herie darts vponthe ſhield of faith, why then he takes a con- 
trarie courſe and method,as it may belt fit his aduantage; and 
morecalic infinuation.

nerall or particular calling, more groſſe and infamous,or flips

Habituall renderneſſe,isa gracious temper & diſpoſition 
the conſcience, whereby iris apt to be ganled & {mart at the! 
firſt enterniew with the iniquities of the time, and at cuery 
occurrence of corruptions and all vnconſcionable attempts. 

Theſe properties of tenderneſle, aptneſſeto ſmart,cafineſſc! 
to bleed arthe apprehenſion and approach of fin, are peculiar 
to a conſcience ullightned,ſandti purged by the blood 
of Chriſt ; never incidentto the beſt naturall conſcience, cr 
furniſhed with the choyceſt notions and perfeQions of ciuil] 
honeſty and formality : for theſe are nener fo ſtrait laced, bur | 
can let down, at the leaſt, without diſtaſte or check, common 
| fins,leffer euils, thegainefull and honourable crrours,and ob- 
hquitics of the time. 

Henceit is,that all prophaneand vnregenerate men, want- 
| ing the curbe of a ſober and ſantifed conſcience, haue c- 

ucr infinite aduantage, for getting the ſtart and preceden- 
cie, in compaſſingthe comforts, glory, and preferments of 
the world. Forthey, when theatchicuement of any honour, 
| happineſſe, or high place is on foot, aduiſepreſently withrhe | 
ordinary informers, and counſellors of theirconſcience, cu- 
ſtome, example, multitude, worldly wiſedome,rthe ſway of \ 
thetimes; and ſuch like : but with the Word of God and 
.godly Chriſtians, onely fo farre as they doe not croſle their 
ends, and contradict thoſe plots and contriuances; which 
they hane laid for their aduancement 'mro high roomes. 
And thusthey may paſſe with reaſonable quietnefſe, withour 
grudging or gricuing of a conſcience fo guided thorow a 
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thouſand corruptions and indireRions, baſeneſle, fatteries, 
lin ements, vnwarrantable conrſes. Any of which, 
| if it d mecte with a conſcience once ſoundly frighted 
| with horrour of former ſinnes, ſoftned and ſantified by the 
blood of the Lambe, wouldnot onely rubbe off the skinne 
and gaulc it, but make it blecde to death. But woridly men 
are at a point, they muſt and will cnioy the world ; for here 
they hauetheir portion and heauen.
